The Sports Car Club of America Northwest Region and the Northwest Region PRO 
Rally Board will promote and organize the Michelin Pacific Forest National and the 
John's River Lodge and Rainier Divisional PRO rallies, scheduled from May 12 
through 14, 1989, under the sporting authority of the Sports Car Club of America. 
The competition will be held according to SCCA National PRO Rally Regulations and 
these Supplementary Regulations.

The headquarters hotel for the Michelin Pacific Forest Rally will be the 
Westwater Inn, 2300 Evergreen Park Drive, Olympia, Washington 98502. Telephone

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SECTION 4: Description 


The 1989 Michelin Pacific Forest SCCA National PRO rally is 424 miles in length 
with 15 special stages 164 miles in length. All stages are gravel and are on private 
timber company and state-owned lands southwest of Olympia. The John's River 
Lodge Divisional, consisting of 9 Saturday stages, will be a Coefficient 3 event of 99 
stage miles. The Rainier Divisional consists of 6 Sunday stages with 63 miles for a 
Coefficient 2 event. The final details of the route, as well as time controls, 
neutralization periods, regrouping points, and passage controls are described on a 
time schedule contained in the Route Book. The Route Books and the final itinerary 
will be issued after completing Scrutineering. 

The rally will start at 10.00 hours on May 13, 1989, from Sylvester Park on 
Legion Way, between Capitol Way and Washington Street, in downtown Olympia. All 
cars must be in a pre-event parc fermé at this location by 09.00 hours that day. The 
cars will run at one-minute intervals. 


SECTION 5: Entry Form, Entries 

1. Anyone wishing to enter the Michelin Pacific Forest SCCA National or John's 
River Lodge and Rainier Divisionals must send the official entry form, properly 
completed, with the proper entry fee and insurance fee, to the Rally Secretariat. 
The entry form and fees must be received no later than 19.00 hours on May 12, 1989. 
One crew member may be changed up to the time of closing of registration. 
Changing two crew members must be approved by the Organizing Committee. 


2. By signing the entry form, the entrant and all members of the crew submit 


themselves to the sporting jurisdictions specified in the SCCA regulations and these 
regulations. 


SECTION 6: Entry and Insurance Fees

Crews entered in the National event who wish to earn Divisional points must pay 
an additional $10.00 fee for each Divisional rally with the submission of their early 
entry, or $20.00 for each event after April 28, 1989. 


The Organizers may require cars to carry advertising for the rally sponsors. If 
advertising is required, entrants may refuse to carry this advertising by paying 
twice the applicable entry fee. 


An entry fee will be refunded only if an entry is not accepted or the event does 
not take place. 
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SECTION 7: Scrutineering 


Any team taking part in the Michelin Pacific Forest SSCA National PRO Rally and 
the John's River Lodge Divisional or the John's River Lodge and the Rainier 
Divisionals must arrive for Scrutineering on May 12, 1989, at the Coachman Mazda 
service department, 2220 Carriage Street, Olympia, Washington, according to the 
schedule set forth in this Section. At a minimum, the car and the driver's and 
co-driver's helmets and driving suits must be presented. 

A team taking part in the Rainier Divisional only or a team that has DNF'd the 
JRL Divisional and wishes to run the Rainier Divisional must register on Saturday, 
May 13, 1989, from 19.00 to 20.00 hours at the Islander Restaurant, Westport, 
Washington, or Sunday, May 14, 1989, from 06.30 to 07.30 hours at the Bay Fish 
Warehouse (see Westport map). Scrutineering for these entrants (including DNF's 
from JRL) is scheduled from 06.30 to 07.30 hours, Sunday, May 14, 1989, at the Bay 
Fish Warehouse.

Any car reporting to Scrutineering outside its assigned time without making 
prior arrangements with either the Registrar or the Scrutineer will be subject to a 
$50.00 penalty fee, except in the case of force majeure duly recognized as such by 
the Clerk of the Course. 


Applicable Regulations 

No car will be allowed to start unless it complies with the SCCA safety 
regulations. Group A vehicles must meet the minimum FISA preparation standards 
and any SCCA standards of a higher nature. 


Divisional Classes 

Four-wheel drive class will replace the overall ranking for trophies in the 
Divisional rallies. 

Two-wheel drive cars will compete in classes based on experience: 


Divisional Seeds 1 & 2 Class I 
Divisional Seeds 3 & 4 Class II 
Divisional Seeds 5 & 6 Class II 


SECTION 8: Liability Releases 


Everyone involved with the event must sign the SCCA Liability Release. This 
includes competitors, workers, and service crews. Persons under the age of 18 must 
sign a special Minor's Release Form. These are available at Registration.

SECTION 9: Service 


Service is free on this event except as noted in the service crew instructions. 
Areas of NO SERVICE will be marked as such in the route book. 


SECTION 10: Pace Notes 


Because some of the stages on this event have been used on past Olympus rallies, 
the prohibition against pace notes will be strictly enforced. 


SECTION 11: Traffic Infringements 


A fine of $200.00 will be imposed on any crew receiving a traffic citation 
during the running of the event. If the crew elects to contest the citation in court 
and is successful, the organizers will refund the fine to the crew. 


SECTION 12: Marshals’ Identification 


Control marshals will wear yellow control marshal vests. Control chiefs will 
wear yellow vests that will be plainly marked "Chief of the Post." Control marshals 
at the start line who are judges of fact will wear red marshal vests that will be 
plainly marked "Judge of Fact." Their job will be to judge the start, and their 
judgment is final. 


SECTION 13: Controls and Timecards 


All controls, i.e. passage and time controls, arrival and start of special stages, 
regrouping and neutralization zone controls, will be indicated by means of standard 
FISA-style signs. These vary from the SCCA signs in the following manner: 


The "Open Gate" sign is replaced by the yellow clock sign. 

The "Clock" sign at the Arrival Time Control is red. 

The “Start Flag” at the start line is red. 

The “End Control Zone" sign is beige. 

The "Open Gate" sign 100 yards before the end of a stage is replaced by a yellow 
checkered flag sign. 

The "Clock" sign at the timing control is pegnaces by a red STOP sign. 

The "End Control Zone" sign is beige. 


Cars entering the Regroup Time Controls (RTCs) in Raymond and Montesano 
must enter on their correct minute. These regroups will be parc fermés. 


Competitors may check in early at the final control each day (Westport and 
Doo-Wop Diner, Lacey) and declare their ideal arrival time as long as that time has 
not passed. 


The events will use the standard FISA-style route book, schedule, and timecard 
format of Special Stages within Road Sections, instead of the SCCA Stage/Transit 
format. Mileage is zeroed at the Arrival Time Control. Time starts at the Start 
Special Stage. Both mileage and time then run to the next ATC, RTC, or MTC, 
whichever comes first. Bogey times will not be given. 


EXCLUSION FOR LATENESS 

Lateness exceeding 30 minutes over the time allowed between an ATC and the 
next ATC, RTC, or MTC, whichever comes first, or a total lateness of more than 30 
minutes per day will result in the exclusion of the crew. 
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SECTION 14: Application and Interpretation of the Regulations 


The Clerk of the Course, Ron Barker, is charged with the application of the 
present regulations during the running of the event. The standard SCCA procedure 
will be used in case of protests. 


SECTION 15: Amendments to the Regulations - Supplements 


Amendments or additional provisions to these regulations will be announced by 
dated and numbered information bulletins. The bulletins will be regarded as an 
integral part of these regulations. The bulletins will be posted on the official notice 
board, and may also be directly communicated to the participants during the 
running of the event, who must acknowledge receipt by signature, unless this 
procedure is materially impossible. 


SECTION 16: Exceptions from SCCA PRO Rally Rules 


These regulations vary from the standard SCCA PRO Rally Rules in the following 
respects: 

Open service, except where otherwise indicated in the Route Book (§ 9) 

Monetary penalty for traffic infringements (§ 11) 

FISA-style control signs, timecards, and road section mileages and times (§ 13) 


The side bar in the right margin indicates these exceptions. 


SECTION 17: Awards 


The Michelin Pacific Forest National PRO Rally will have a prize fund based on 
20% of the entry fees received. A final breakdown will be issued in a Driver's 
Bulletin. 


SECTION 18: Prize Giving 


The prize giving will take place at the Doo-Wop Diner, Lacey, Washington at 
17.30 hours on Sunday, May 14, 1989. Competitors who have qualified for an award 
must attend the prize giving in order to receive that award. Failure to attend will 
result in the loss of all awards. 
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
